.■Jentlemen,— It is with very great rehic- 
ice 1 decline your kind invitation to partake 
a public dinner. From no quarter and cii 
occasion could an expression of approbation 
more acceptable, but so short is the interval 
ween this and the next regular session of 
tigress, and so indispensable is it, that I should 
rote it exclusively to my domestic concerns, 
tparatory to my long absoiire from home, 
it I am coiupelied to decline the honor in- 
ided . 

In saying that on no occasion could an ex- 
ssionofyoiir confidence be more welcome, 

ntend no unmeaning common place. Dnr- 

the long period of my public service, never 
re lseeiia more important crisis, than the 
isent, and in none have I ever been compel- 
, in the discharge of my duty, to assume a 
■ater responsibility. I saw clearly on my 
aval at Washington, at the commencement 
the late extra session, that oui affairs had 
icherl the point, vhen, according to the course 
might lake, we should reap the full harvest 
our long and arduous struggle against the en- 
lachments and abuses of the general govern- 
nt, or lose the fruits of all our labor, I clear- 
saw, that our bold and vigorous attacks had 
,de a deep and successful impression. State 
erpnsition had overthrown the Protective 
riff, and with it the American System, ami 
t a stop to the Congrecsional usurpation, and 
! joint attacks of our party and that of our 
i opponents, the Nation il Republicans, |,;,d 
actually brought down the power of the Ex- 
itive, and arrested its encroachniciits for the 
;sent. it was for that purpose, we had uni 
i. True to our principle of opposition to 
; encroachment of power, from whatever 
arter it might come, we did not hesitate, af- 
■ overthrowing the protective system ami ar- 
ilinv legislative usurpation, to join the nu- 
irs of that system, in order to arrest the en- 
lachmcnts of the Executive, althongh we 
Tered as widely as the poles on almost every 
lierquestion, and regarded the usurpation of 
e Exe-ntivc, hut as a neccs.ary consequence 
the principles ami policy nfonr new allies, 
joining them, we were m.t insensihle to the 
ibarr i«sment of our po«ilion. With such al- 
s success was diiTiciill, ami the victory itself, 

thout a change of principles and policy on | 
eir part, dangerous; and, accordingly, whilc| 
s united with them against the Exeentnn, «e| 
fused all participation in Ihe Presidential con- 1 
st. But, with all its embarrassments. It was' 
a only practicable course left us, short of, 
landoningour principles, or the country, hV 
tiring altogether from Ihe field of contest.

junction with the course of evenis in reference 
to the ciirrenc}', had brought down the lofty 
prcientions oi the Kxeciilive Department. — 
The union between the (Jovernment and the 
money power, which had so greatly streiiglhenA 
ed those in authuiity at lir>t, had aol only ceas- 
cfl, blit they were forced to take "round against 
the reunion of the two. and to make war a^aiii!>t 
those very banks which had been the instrn- 
riients of their power and aggran.lizement. — 
Forced to take this position, and ilivesled in a 
great measure of patronage and inniieiice from 
the exhausted .state of the 'Freasur^, they were 
compelled to fall back, as the only means of 
s.iving themselves, on the principles of ib*27,by 
which we had ejected from oflice (he Nation.il 
Republican party, and to which our portion 
of the old parly of ‘27 h.ivc iniliexibly adla rcd, 
but from which , the other, adhering to the Ad- 
ministr ition, had so gieatly departed in prac- 
tice. As soon ns 1 saw this stale of things, 1 
clearly percei veil, that a very important question 
was presented for our determination, which we 
were conipelicd to decide f<ithwilh; shall we 
continue our joint attack, xvitli the Nationals, 
on (hose in power, in the new position wl»icl» 
they have been compelled toocenpy? It was 
clear, with with our joint forces, we could ut- 
terly overthrow and demolish them, b«it it was 
not less clear, that the victory wouhl inure, not 
tons, hut exclusively to ihe benefit of our al- 
lies and their cause. 'Ihey were the most num- 
erous and pow'erful, and ihc point of assault on 
the po-iitiort, which the party to be nssauKed 
had taken in relation to tiie banks, would tinvc 
greatly strengthened the settled principles ami 
policy of the National party, and weakened 
in tlic same degree ours. 'Ihey are, and ever 
h.ive been, the decided advocates of a national 
bank, and are now in favor of one, with a cap- 
ital so ample as lobe sullicient to control the 
State institution*, and to regulate the currency 
and exchanges of the country. To join them, 
with their avowed object m the attack, to over- 
throw those in power, on the ground they oc- 
cupied against a hank, wouhl of course, not 
only hate placed (he CJoverninenl and country 
in their hands without opposition, but tyould 
have comiiiiiteil u«, beyond the possibility of 
extrication , for a bank , and absoroed our party 
in the ranks ol the National Uepublican*- — 
'The first fruit* of the viclory, would have been 
an ovcrshailowiiig mt;iuiial hank, with an iin- 
men«e capital, not less than from fifty to an 
hundred millions, which would haveceniralized 
(he currency and exchanges, and with them, 
the commerce and capital of the country, in 
whatever section the head of the institution 
might be placcil. The next would be the in- 
stitution might he placed. The next wouhi 
be the indissoluble union of the political oppo- 
nents, whose principles ond policy are so oppo- 
site to ours and so diingorous to our institutions 
as well o* oppressive to id. 

Such clearly wouM l.ave been the inevitable 
result if we had joined in the as?au’t on those in 
powor, in tlic position they had been couslraiii- 
ed to occupy: atid he must indeed bo blind — 
all past experience must be lo?t on him who 
does not see, that so infatuated a coiir-e would 
have been fata! to us amt ours. 'Flic connec- 
tion between the (iovernmeiit and (he hank 
would by necessary consequence, in the hands 
of (liat party, liave led to a renewal of that sys- 
tem of unequal and oppressive legislation, wliicli 
we have escaped with such peril and difficnlty'. 
The bank, when, united with (he fiovernment, 
is the natural ally of high 'lulicsand extrava- 
gant expenditure. 'Fhe greater the revenue 
and (he more profuse tlie «tisbnr*einents, the 
greatei its circulation and ihe more ample it* 
deposiles. This temlency on ihe part of that 
institution, and tin* known principles anil view's 
of policy of the fiarly. w'ould have co operated, 
with irresistahle force, to renew the system we 
have pnlleil down willi so iniich labor, with an 
aggravation of its oppression far beyond any 
tiling we have ever yet experienced, and thus 
the fruits of all our exertions ami struggles 
against the system, woiiltl have been lost— lor- 
ever lost. 

By taking the opposite course, the reverse of 
all this will follow, if our State Rights party 
be but firmly uuite<l ami (rue to tlieir principle*. 
Never was t here before, and never probably will 
there bo again, so fair an opportunity lo cairy 
out fully enr principles and fiolicy, and (o reap 
the fruits of our long and arduoii* struggle.— 
Ry keeping (lie hank* and (he Government sep- 
arated, we efTcctually prevent (ho centraliza- 
tion of ihe ciiironcy and exchanges of the 
country at any one point, and, of course, tlie 
commerce and the capital, leaving each to en- 
joy that portion which its natnrd advantages, 
with its indiislry and enterprise may enmmand. 
Ry refusing to join onr late allie* in their attack 
on those in power, where they havf sheltered 
themselves, we present lhccoin)dete iiscenden- 
cy of the party and their principles, which 
mu*t have followed, and gain the only oppor- 
tunity wo could have of rallying anew the ok* 
State Right* Party of 2827, on the ground they 
then occupied, a* an oppodng power, to Imld 
in check their old opponents, (he National Re- 
publican Party. It would aPo give us the 
chance of efTecting, what i* still more impor 
tant to us. the union of the entire South. The 
southern ilivi'ioii of the Admini«rration party 
must reoccupy the old State Rights groiiml.— 
'Fhey have no altcnvuive ; and unless we, who 
have so long and under so many difTicullie* ad- 
hered to it,*ha!l now desei t our stami, (he South 
rmi«t be united. K once united, we will 
rally roim-l the ohl State Rights party in 
every «eclion, all who arc oppo-od to consoli- 
dation, or the over.action of tlie ( enlral Gov- 
ernment; and the political parties willagain be 
formed on (he old and natural division of State 
Rights and National, which divided them at 
the coiTimenceim'iit of (lie Governnienf, and 
wliicti experience has shown is that division of 
party most congenial to onr system, and most 
favorable t<r its «Mcr.-*sfiiI operation. 

As ohvinii* a* all lids mu«t appear, t felt (hat 
I a«*nmpil a hcavv ^e«pon^ihilitv in taking the 
Iconise Idi«l. It was iinpo«sihlo, (hat all tlic 
ciicum«tance« and motive*, under which I act- 
mi, conlil at once he generary understood, and, 
of cour«e, tl.c pait (hat I was compelled to 
take wa« liable to he nd«cnnceived and gros'-ly 
mi8repre«ented. W<- have been so long con 
temling against the ahn*es and encroarhmenls 
ofil.e I'.xpcuiive power, a«t*» forget, thai they 
originated in Ihe prior nbii*es and encroach- 
merits of the Fxerntive power, nstoforgi't. tliat 
they originated in ll»« prior abu*es an-1 en- 
cioacbments of CmigreS*, and were accordingly 
excliisivi-ly intent on expelling from otTice, 
thf»*e who bail ac<iuired and exercised (heir 
nnthnritv in a manner so dangeron*, witliont 
rellecting into who»o liands (he power would 
go, ami what piinciples and policy wonM gain 
the ascendency. With this state of feeling on 
the part of our friends, I saw it was impossible 
to take a position, which, by consequence was 
calcuUterl to cover (hose in ‘power, however ur- 
gent the cause, without occasioning a shock in 
(he first instance, and the imputation of un- 
worthy motives, to meet which, however Iran- 



jsient the misapprehension might be, required 
jsomc resolution and firmness. Rut there were 
other and Gr greater causes of responsibility, 
to which this was as nothing. Of all the inter- 
ests in the community, the banking is by far 
ihe most infiiicnlial and formidable — the most 
active, and the most concentrated and perva- 
ding, and of ail (he points within the irumeiise 
'circle of (his interest, there is none in relation 
to which the hanks arc more sensitive and tena- 
cious, than iheir union with the political power 
of the country, Tliis is the source of a vast 
amount of their profits, and of a still larger por- 
tion of their respectability and inlluence. To 
touch their interest on this lender point is to 
combine all in one united and zealous opposi- 
tion, with some exceptions in our |K>riion of 
the comiimniiy, where the union of (he two 
powers acts injuriously to banking, as well as 
to (he commercial and other great interests of 
the section. To encounter so formiilahle an 
opposition, supported by a powerful political 
party with wijom I have been acting for some 
years again«t entire power, and who regarded 
the union of the Government and the banks ss 
essential to the union of the States themselves, 
was to assume heavy responsibility under t ic 
most favoiahle circumstances; but to back and 
sustain those in such opposition, in whose wis- 
dom, firmness ami patriotism, 1 have no reason 
to confide, and over whom I have no control, is 
to doubt that re«pnn«ibil!(y. 'Fhis responsibil- 
ity I have voIiinUriiy assumed. Desiring nei- 
ther office nor power, and having nothing to 
hope personally from the movement, no motive 
hut the disastrous political consequences which 
I clearly saw rniisi follow from any other course 
to the country and its institutions generally, 
and our section in particular, and a deep sense 
of tliity, could have induced me to take the step 
I did. That it has met (he approbation of so 
respectable a portion of my old constituents 
and friends, to whose early and steadfast sup- 
port, under every (rial amt ditficulty, I am so 
much indebted, Is a source of deep gratification 
which I shall long remember and acknowledge.

R,or C, in ihc planet Saturn, but tlmtof fellow 
terrestiah; not of the millions you never sec, 
so much n* (hat of the hundreds or scores whom 
>ou see every day. Begin to make people 
vippy. Iti*a gooil work — it is the best work. 
Reginnot uexldoorbut williin your own door; 
xvith your next pciuliboar — whether rclaiive, 
servant, or superior. .Account the man yon 
meet, the man yon are to bless. (Jive him such 
(bines as yon have. How can T make him, or 
her happier? 'Fhis is the question. If a dol- 
lar will doit, give (he ilollar. If advice will 
doit, give advice. If a look, a smile, or warm 
pressure of the hand, or tear. Rut never forget 
(hat the happinessof our world is a mountain 
of golden sands, and that it is your part to cast 
some contribiitary atom almost every moment. 

I woiilil hope that such suggestion*, however 
hackneyed, may not be without theirinfliience.

Mr. Durant at .Teisey City, is making ex- 
pensive experiments in winding silk from worms 
of his own rearing. He has six different plans 
for tl»e worm to wind ihe cocoon . >Ir, D. h»s 
likewise discovered a native silk worm of onr 
foie-t. whose cocoon is fifty to eighty per cent, 
lieavierthan that of (he .Asiatic. Its silent la- 
bor* are afirn encountered in the solitary ilcpths 
ofoni forests, on hiidies and trees, chiefiy the 
elder, hut like many other of nature’s works 
prepared to our hand, (hey have hern pa«sed 
by unheeded. .Mr. Dneant hopes to domesti- 
cate (Ills wmin, and direct iheir habits to the 
purposes of useful indii-try. One of the groat 
advantages resulting trom ibis would be the 
very superior quality of the Silk \Vorm(»iit,so 

much used by ihe nmaleiir fishermen, and 
which this worm furnishes 80 per cent, heavier 
ami stronger than those hitherto in use. This

BANK CONVENTION. 

Mk. Biiadpord, — The following reso- 
lution was adopted by the late Bank 
Convemion at New York: 

^Resolved, That in the opinion of the 
Convention, the present circumstances of 
the country are not such as to make it 
expedient or prudent now to fix a day 
for the resumption ot specie payments ; 
and that when the Convention terminates 
its present session, it shall be adjourned 
to meet in the city of New York on the 
SECOND WEDNESDAY OF APRIL 
NEXT, for their considering and practi- 
cably determining the day for resuming 
specie payments.” 

Who, in any age of the world, or in any 
country, ever heard of any thing like 
this before? A parcel of Bank Officers in 
Convention assembled, gravely deciding 
upon the destiny of the nation!!! Only 
notice the language of the resolution! 
Thev say in their opinion, the circum- 
stances of the country are not such as to 
make it expedient or prudent now to fix 
a day for the resumption of specie pay- 
ments, &c. 

Now what has their opinion to do with 
the matter? or who, or what gave them 
the right to judgo <>f lUo circumstances 
of this country, and to decide its destiny 
by their opinion? or have they any oth- 
er rio\)t, than that which is derived from 
their having the money in their posses- 
sion? and tbe power to withhold it? 
Again, may not the debtors of the Banks 
acting upon the same principle, assem- 
ble in Convention, and resolve, that the 
circumstances of the country are not 
such as to render it expedient or prudent 
now to fix a day for the payment of the 
debts which they owe to the Banks? If 
the rule will hold good in relation to the 
action of the Bank Officers, will it not 
hold equally good in relation to the meas- 
ures of the "debtors to the Banks? Again 
notice the language of the resolution 
“and that when the Convention termi- 
nates its present session, it shall be ad 
journed to meet on the 2d Wednesday in 
April ne.xt, for their practically deter 
mining upon a day for resuming specie 
payment. Is not this expressly declar- 
ing, that they have the right to judge 
how long the payment of specie for their 
rags shall be deferred; and that they 
who are the arbiters of the people’s fate, 
will defer it, as long as they please to do 
so? 

Now, suppose these Bank Officers, 
wlicn they meet in April next, defer the 
payment of specie for five years from 
that lime. The people — poor Bank-rid- 
den devils — must not say a word against 
it; because, the Bank Officers, the peo- 
ple’s misters, have the right to deter- 
mine this matter, and if they dare to mur- 
mur against it, to put the screws to them 
till they cry out— right! right! But if the 
Bank Officers have the right to defer the 
payment of specie for five years, they 
have the right to defer it for ten years; 
and if for ten years, why not for ten times 
ten, or forever? Let the people of the 
United Slates look to this matter, ere it 
be too late. These institutions are sap- 
ing the very foundation of our liberties; 
and they are already wielding a power 
and influence in this country, that should 
make the people tremble with apprehen- 
sion and alarm. General Jackson saved 
the country for a time, from the iron 
grasp of the Mammoth Bank, but the 
Monster was only crippled, not slain! 
and the people of this country need not 
be astonished, if the future should unfold 
the fact, that the present state of affairs, 
is the result, of a plan, to effect, through 
the agency of her cubs, the restoration of 
the old lioness, to her former seat of em- 
pire.

ect forward in the true spirit of the 
patriotism, showing his determination to

nay have upon his private aspirations, 
ir his individual hopes.

which gives credit to a commercial peo-! 
pie, and confidence in a nation or iiidi-| 
viduals. If “money is power,” a dictum^ 
of political Eeconomists which I am 
not disposed to controvert, the Banks cer. 
tainly already have it, but if this power 
is strengthened by physical force as con- 
stituted hy numerical numbers of the 
body politic, what hope is left to the pat- 
riot that such power can ever be wrested 
fromlhem? In a government like this 
which is founded on public sentiment and 
sustained by the will of the people, in- 
stead of tho sword and bayonet, the force 
which a cordon of banks, aiming at its 
overthrow, can bring to bear against it 
is almost irresistable, bat when this influ- 
ence is made an instrument in the hands 
of talented, 4 )opular and arnbitiou.s men, 
having the same immediate aim in view, 
but with difTerent ulterior purposes, tho 
union of power thus constituted can only 
bo resisted by the intelligence and patri- 
otism of the great body of tho people, 
not leaders, but the honest working and 
producing classes of the nation. It is 
upon their intelligence, virtue and devo- 
ted partiotism that the honest statesman 
must rely in the hour of his country’s 
need. And upon this reliance the Pres- 
ident never has for a moment doubted. 

It will be seen that the recommendations 
of his message mainly have a view to 
their particular interests, although in 
protecting them, he scrupulously avoids 
encroaching upon the rights of any por- 
tion of the people. 

In contradistinction to this view of the 
subject, I arx aware that the Whigs will 
say, that in desiring a separation of the 
money from the political power, Mr, Van 
Buren is not governed alone by views 
for the public good ; that he wishes to 
concentrate tho public funds, where he 
can make them cfTective in co-operation 
with politics. But no honest, sensible 
man will say so, who knows that the 
President has but little more control over 
the public funds, or over its disbursement 
than you or I have. This kind of rea- 
soning, which the Wliigs indulge in, is 
only dc.signed by the leaders to blind 
their followers to the patriotic intentions 
of the President. 

At this early stage of the session, no- 
thing has been brought upon the lapis yet 
which indicates what may be the future 
movements of the members of the recent 
Federal orgies.

Charles which arc pubti-hed in tho 'Tory paper 
of Monirca) arc so grossly untrue, tliat t am in- 
duced to send you tho lollowiiig statement. I 
obtain it from a gentleman who arrived at this 
place to-day .and who was himself engaged in 
(he atfair, ntirl had the command of a corps ot 
70,men- 1 believe it may be relied on as strict- 

ly correct. It is corroborated hy similar ac- 
counts, previously received Iroiii other sources 
When the British forces attacked the patriots 
on Saturday night, the whole iinniber of men 
in the stockade who had muskets did not ex- 
ceed -270. The aims, of course, were onli such 
as were possessed by the /laWain of the'eonn 
try— many of them unfit for use. 

Beside these they had some cannon placed 
upon Ipgs upon the shio from w hicli the attack 
was expected. When the British first displayeil 
themselves in front of the works, a severe fire 
was opened upon them. Finding their posi- 
tion not the most agreeable, they retreated and 
took np .anutlier position, and then renewed 
their attack on another side of the fortification 
I he attack from tlii? side was unexpected — the 
jintiiot? were uniible to use their artillery.— 
They however kept iiy a fire with their musket- 
ry for sume time, but at length wore obliged to 
give np their works. They reireatod to SI. 
Deniii«, 7 miles below on the Sorel, whe'o a 
part ol their forces w.is then sialioned. ^ T’he 
hiss on Ihe part of Ihe patriots does not exceed 
28 killed ; in the corps whici my informant 
commanded he says none were killed — 2 woun-l- 
cd. 

The British say their loss was hut five killed, 
but my- informant says it iniirt have been much 
larger. A gentleman who was in St. Johns 
when Ihe British returned to Montreal, tells me 
that he was told by the British soldiers at St. 
John? that they had burled IGof their coni- 
rade-i, and that 15 w-ere wounded . 

I he patriot forces and their leaders are now 
at St. Dennis, 

The Biilisli troops have retiired lo Montreal, 
and have in lact ah:indoncd ilie possession of 
the country to the Reformer?. They are now 
fortifying the city. I have bn little doubt that 
before the closo of ivinler the whole province, 

1 ('province no longer,) except Quebec; will be 
’ ill the hands of the Patriots. 

The north si.le of the St, Lawrence, which is 
much the most popnloii?, niitl which has been 
drilling ami disciplining for six months past, 
will soon gather foran attack on the city-. 

In concluding this hasty letter I would take 
the liberty of requesting, that ns all tho papers 
which supported the [lutriot cause in Chinada 
are discontinued of necessity and bn. ken down 
by violence, yon would still continue to mani- 
fest yonr iilmchmentto liberty, and your ha- 
tred of foreign tyrants by correcting Ihe false- 
hoods and calumnies of Ihe lory press in Mon- 
treal.

JOURNED. — Tlie Convemion Adjourn- 
ed on Saturday, lo meet again in Ihe eity 
of New Yol k, on the second Wednesday j 
in April. We learn from the Philadel- 
phia U. S. Gazette, that there wa.s an at- 
tempt to fix upon Iho first day of March, 
1838, lo resume specie payments. On-: 
ly ihroe slates voted for that day, Newl 
York, Ohio, and North Carolina; hut it^ 
was uoiihled even whether tho desire of 
ihofe Slates was exactly represented by 
tho voles given. 

I'he re.solulion to adjourn lo the .se- 
cond IVednesday in April, and then to 
nsscnihle and consult upon a proper time 
lo resume specie payments, was unani- 
mously carried.

the next cAnvciilion. 

Resolred, that the bunks in these 
slates which are nut now repicsented, be 
earnestly requested to send delegates to 
the adjourned meeting cif the convemion, 
and that the several delegates from all 
tjie stales he dogired lo procure all such 
informaihin in regard lo Ihc oondilion o( 
the hanlis of Ihcir respective states, a? 
may bo altainahlc. 

BANK CONVENTION. 

From the Globe. 

New Yoiik, Dec. 2, 18.37. 

The long agonv is over. The Bank CVn- 
vemion, of wliicli .-o iiiiich ha.? hetiisaiii, has| 
iiil)onrm d without fixing upon a iliiy fur the re- 
siim|>lion of specie piijiiiciils. Biilillc anil his 
instrniiicnu have proved triumphant. They I 
oulwitteil Messrs. Gailatiii, voc. at the very ! 
cnnmicnccmcnf. and having got die whip in 
ham), kept it to the hour of adjonrnmeiit. It 
wus Ilie inieiitioii of oiir New York delegation 
to have had the ascendency ih the Gonvenliun 
and they calculated so slrungiy on this, that 
they even had their officers all nomiiinlsd in a 
caucus held previous lo the assembling of the 
Convention. But our Eastern friends havig- 
nniteil thrmsclves lo the uiiinsler’s’ interests, 
were too cunning for them ; and when the 
Convention was called to order by a|>pointing 
.Mr. Meredith president pro. Icni. they forln- 
with had a coiiiiuittce, consisting of one nicmli 
lici from each State, appiiiided , into whose 
hands they threw the whole power of drafting 
ride? and regulations, and the appoinluicat ol 
officers. By this means they reduced New York 
to a level with the smallest State, and destroy, 
cd her inlluence and power entirely. On this 
comniillec they also threw Ihe responsibility ol 
leporting upon the propriety of naming a day 
for a resiiiiiption. The result was, two reports; 
'a majority report in favor of naming the 1st 
of July next, and a minority report .adverse to 
naming any day. The minority report pre- 
vailed, and miday was fixed upon. To smooth 
down, however, the feelings of die New York 
gentlemen, they agreed to meet ng-iin in April 
next, and liuve ndjoiirned to that period. 

The New York delegation now talk strongly 
of holding a St.ite Convention, ami fixing a day 
of their own, an infornial luecting, held one or 
two evenings since, of our State delegates, went 
so far us to name tlie 1st of March next, hut all 
agree tli.\t it will be almost impossible lo resume 
without tho aid of I’hiladclphia, Baltimore, 
and Boston, all of which have voted against the 
naming of a day. 

The truth is, there has been much more man- 
agement in this maiter than our good, easy 
New Yorkers thought possible. The conduct; 
of the Bank of the United States, in keeping' 
the New York commitiec at bo peep iiiilil Ihcj 
extra session of Congress hnd ntljourncd, anril 
irritil Ihe elections In the several Slates coultl j 
he heard from, with the singular conduct of the' 
Boston and Baltimore Banks in declitting logivc 
a positive -inswer utitil I'hitadelphia had first 
assented, shows clearly that a deep laid plan 
has beert adopted to defeat nil attcnipls on the 
part of the Stair' BatrUs to resitti'C without the 
aid of .a naliotial irrslitution. Whirl will be the 
final result of all ihis iiianaging wc must wait for 
time to deleriniiie. In the meantime, however, 
we cannot hut feel persiiatled that the b. inks by 
thus assembling and ailjoiirning without fixing 
upon a day, when exchange was nearly at |iar, 
will fix a stigma upon their ability ami integri- 
ty, which will end not unlikely in a total pros- 
tration of all confidence reposed in them by the 
public. 

Ill short, I cannot view it in any other light 
than as an act of absolute suicide.

The difference in the first period hot ween! 
the two kinds of currency £'245,025,000 
difference in the latter period only £3,- 
172,000. Ills curious lo observe how 
nearly alike in amount are Ihe aggregates 
of (he tw;o periods, which pioves lhat a 
country will not tolerate more than a 
certain, thoiioh varviiig, ninoniit of cur- 
rency, of whaiever il tnay he composeJ. 
All aUemjits to nnilliply wealth, by the 
mere increase of p.iper, arc not only 
vain, but in a high degree [lerniciotis. —

Iifsohed„ Tliat this deplorable state of things 
has heen, in (he opinion of this General Asfem. 
bly, tniiinly produced by iinprovulent, rasli,and 
arbitrary actsand proceedings of (hefxecutive 
branch of the Federal Government, commen- 
cing with (he veto of the bill to rc*charter the 
late Bank of tlie United States, followed by 
the removal of (ho deposited of (he public mon- 
ey, contrary to law, from its assigned cu«tody, 
ami terminating in the Treaciiry Ordrr, exact- 
ing: specie in all paya»enls for (be public lands, 
which wns issucil not only without constitution- 
al or legal authority, but in disregard of the 
known opinion of the Legislative branch of the 
General Government. 

Rcsohed^ That iho General As«embly have 
seen with surprise and regret, (hat the present 
Fxecutivc of the United States, iastend of mari- 
ifestiug becoming sympathy with a suffering 
people, and recommending measures to relieve 
them, and restore that prosperity of which they 
have been wantonly deprived by (he ndrninis- 
traiion of his predecessor and himself, hasex- 
hihifed. in his late messages to Congress, a 
cold indifference to the lamentable condition 
of (ho country, and a solicitude oidy to supply 
the wants of the Trca«ury, and to protect the 
interests of the official corps. 

Resolved^ That the system of Sub Treasu- 
ries, proposetl by the President of (he United 
States, is n dangerous innovation, tending to 
augment (heExciitive power to an alarming ex- 
tent, fo the engrossment, by the Executive of 
the United Slates, of all paper emission; to

<ihili(y or infiiJelify to the duties of the relation 
in which thev stand to each other. 

Rcsohrdy That the General Assembly have 
seen, with great satisfaction, that a measure 
frafight wiib such fatal danger as (he experi- 
rncfit of Snb Trrasuries, was defeated at the 
late session of Congress, by the vote of the 
immediate representatives of the people, and 
protesting, as the General Assembly no v do, 
solnnnh/^ ngninst it, if it shall again be pro- 
posed. they request their Senators and Rep- 
resentatives of the Slate of Kenincky, in Con- 
gre.«e, to continue to oppose its adoption with 
tlie utmost of their zeal and ability.
